RUSSIAN 


MOSCOW, Tuesday. — Indications 
that the Russians are gaining mastery 
of the air from the Germans were con- 
tained in despatches from the front 
line, received in Moscow to-day. . 

Despatches reported air-raids in 
which 250 bombs were dropped on a 
German column of 300 tanks, while 
400 bombs were dropped on another 
nearby column, reducing the German 
force and upsetting their time table. 
The Reds persisted in the action, de- 
spite the Jow ceiling and adverse 
weather. Mass night raids were also 
executed on three large German aero- 
dromes in the Vyasma sector. Mean- 
while, Red cavalry and motor cyclists 
harassed the Germans in daring raids. 
Red Star reported that the Germans 
were repulsed in the direction of Meli- 
topol, on the Southern front, with the 
Joss of more than three battalions of 
infantry and many tanks and vehicles. 
The Southern situation remained dan- 
gerous, however, with the Germans 
threatening industrial centres in the 
Don Basin and Azov regions.—(Asso- 
ciated Press.) 

BERLIN, Tuesday.—It was officially 
announced here to-day that the total 
prisoners was ‘now more than 3,000,000, 
and steadily rising. “hree hundred 
Soviet divisions of full war strength 
have been captured wounded or killed,

German despatches reaching Berlin 
from the front to-night claimed that 
the Russians were throwing “all 
possible reserves’’ against the attack- 
ing Germans from Lake Ilmen to the 
Sea of Azov.—(A.P.) 


GERMANS SLOWED-UP 


MOSCOW, Tuesday.—M. Lozovsky, 
Soviet official spokesman, said to-night 
that the German advance on Moscow 
had been slowed up and in many 
sectors halted. ‘‘ Fresh millions have 
risen to the defence of Moscow,’’ he 
said. “We know the Germans will 
never capture Moscow.”’ 

M. Lozovsky asserted that the Ger- 
mans have not encircled the Western 
Red armies, the Soviet Government 
has not left Moscow and all the Ger- 
mans gained by their offensive was 
some territory and several small cities 
aud a number of villages, which were 
taken because of the numerical 
superiority of their forces. “[ am 
very much satisfied with the tempo 
with which the gap between the num- 
ber of Russian and German troops is 
diminishing,”” M. Lozovsky added. 
The Germans are not satisfied; we 
can send forces oí enormous size, of 
which the Germans have no concep- 
tion.—(Associated Press.) 


‘SCORCHED EARTH” 


BERLIN, Tuesday.—Before evacuat- 
ing Vyasma the Russians set fire to 
the town and blew up large buildings, 
according to the Gefman News 
Agency. ‘In a number. of streets 
only charred walls and the foundations 
remain, while the light wooden and 
clay-built houses have completely 
burnt away. Almost all the strerts 
were hastily mined. 


The Agency says that Soviet forma-; 


encircled near Briansk and 
“made continuous attempts 
through the German ring 
tightening around them and to attack 
German positions.’’ According to the 
German Radio Soviet forces, supported 
hy tanks, yesterday attempted to pene- 
trate Von Leeb’s forces around Lenin- 
grad.

Another Berlin claim says that the 
military and industrial installations in 
Leningrad are under fire of heavy 
artillery and bombs. The German 
News declares that a Soviet divisional 
commander was among the ten thousand 
prisoners captured on the central front 
on Sunday.—(Reuter. ) 

MOSCOW, Tuesday.—The Red Air 
Force is giving important aid te the 
Soviet land forces on the Vyasma front, 
says a Tass Agency War Correspondent. 
In this key sector Soviet bombers have 
destroyed concentrations of tanks and 
motorised infantry, demolished bridges 
and pontoon bridges, and attacked the 
German troops. At one point they 
blew up a- bridge over a river as 
German tanks passed over it. At a 
tawn they set fire to a German field 
petra station, near which a - large 
column of heavy enemy tanks was 
halted. . | 

One bomber sguadron carried out 
heavy attacks on enemy aerodromes, 
destroying many German aircraft on 
the ground and smashing hangars with 
heavy bombs.

STOCKHOLM, Tuesday.—Finnish 
reports assert that the attack on Lenin- 
grad is approaching its final stage, and 
that the German ring is getting ever 
tighter, but they admit that extremely 
fierce fighting continues and that the 
Leningrad garrison has an apparently 
unlimited supply of -tanks. Whole 
columns of tanks’ of the heaviest type 
make sorties that reach even as far as 
the rear lines, A.-A. cannon alone 
being capable of piercing the four-inch 
armour. 

Berlin correspondents of Swedish 
papers say that German armoured units 
are a considerable distance east of 
Vyasma and Briansk, and in some 
cases only about sixty miles from 
Moscow.— (Reuter. ) 


60 GERMAN ‘WARSHIPS 
SUNK 


LONDON, Tuesday.—Sixty German 
ships and 156 transports have been 
sunk in the Baltic since the beginning 
of the Russian campaign, says a 
message from sailors of the Baltic Fleet 
to sailors of the Black Sea Fleet, broad- 
cast by Moscow Radio to-night. More 
than 300 German aircraft and 1,000 
airmen have been brought down, the 
message added. In the fighting at 
Oesel more than 20,000 German officers 
and men were killed.—(Reuter.) 


MARIPOL DRIVE 
LONDON, Tuesday.—Battles along 


the shores of the Sea of Azov. aiming 
at Mariupol and other coastal towns, 
are developing with great force, says 
Pravde, quoted by Moscow Radio. 
Every inch of Russian territory along 
which the Germans are moving is 
strewn with the corpses of their sc Bia 
and men. Soviet troops, including 
the 9th Army, which the Germans 
declare every day to be destroyed, are 
staunchly repulsing the attacks.— 
(Reuter.} 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


The Red Army High Command re- 
ported at midnight :—*‘ During Octo- 
ber 14 our troops fought the enemy 
along the whole front. Fighting was 
especially fierce in the Vyasma, 
Briansk and Kalinin sectors, 100 miles 
north-west of Moscow. : 

“- After fierce fighting our troops 
left Mariupol—on the coast of the 
Sea of Azov. 

“On October 12, 89 German air- 
craft were destroyed, 27 in air com- 
bat and 72 on enemy airfields. We 
lost 23 aircraft. On October 14, eight 
German aircraft were brought down 
near Moscow.—( Reuter.) 

A supplement to the communiqué 
states that on October 14 on the West- 
ern front not less than 13,000 German 
officers and men were killed or 
wounded.—( Reuter.)

After he had refused to grant a 
labour request for a statement or a 
debate on the Russo-German war 
situation, Mr. Churchill, in the House 
of Commons yesterday, criticised Mr. 
Aneurin Bevan (Labour) for what he 
described as abuse of Lord F'alifax, 
British Ambassador to the United 
States. and told Mr. E. - Shin- 
well (Lab.) that the question of the 
Eastern Front must obviously be left 
to the Russian High Command and 
that he would not presume to add 
anything to their communiqués, He 
added that he did not see any reason 
at all for an early debate, and he was 
applauded when he expressed the 
opinion that it might be detrimental 
io the situation. 

When Mr. E. Shinwell suggested that 
the statement by Lord Beaverbroox 
was worthy of .discussion, even in 
secret, Mr, Churchill replied: “I de- 
precate discussion at the present tine, 
either in public or in secret.”

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CATTLE EXPORTS 
TO BE RESUMED 
NEW SYSTEM FOR 
ALL STOCK 


Tre resumption of the store 
cattle trade with Britain 
and the extension of the number 
of ports to be used for shippin 
fat cattle was announced simul. 
taneously in Dublin and London 
last night. The Department of 
Agriculture in Dublin an- 
nounced that negotiations at 
present proceeding will result 
in additional ports being 
opened, and that if the cattle 
disease position remains satis- 
factory, the store cattle trade 
with Britain will probably be 
resumed before November. 


Mr. D. Twomey, Secretary of the 
Department, and Mr. J. M. Adams, 
Agricultural Director, are going to 
London to complete details. The De- 
partment’s announcement said also 
that fat cattle may be allowed to go 
inland in Britain before slaughtering, 
present they are all 
slaughtered on arrtval at the ports open 
for cattle shipment. 

The announcement in London said 
that store’stock would: be allowed into 
Britain from October 3lst, and fat 
cattle from Monday next. Fat cattle 
for immediate slaughter may be moved 


.under licence to specified slaughter- 
houses within ten days of their arrival. 
‘Store cattle, this announcement said, 


‘may only be moved under licence to 
farms specified for isolation, for ten 
days after arrival on the farm. 


OTHER STOCK 


The new arrangements also facili- 
tate the export of sheep, pigs and 
goats from Eire, Northern Ireland and 
the Isle of Man to Britain. 

The relaxing of the British ban on 
cattle imports is a result of the ab- 
sence of foot-and-mouth disease in this 
country, there having been no outbreak 
for three weeks. 

The need for conserving imported 
meat in England will mean that a 
Jarge geen of the stock imported 
from Eire will be for immediate con- 
sumption after slaughter. 

The ynnouncement is welcomed 
among cattle dealers and farmers in 


Eire, who have large numbers of fat 


cattle on hand, and who were re- 
stricted to a quota exported from 
Dublin, Cork, Dundalk and Drogheda. 
The resumption of the store cattle ex- 
ports will give the trade the greatest 
fillip it has received since the outbreak 
of the foot-and-mouth disease, and 


the imposing of the ban on exports 
to Britain. 


PLENTY OF CATTLE 


It will be recalled that over a week 
ago the /rish Times announced that. 
on the expiration of the twenty-one 
days of immunity from the disease. 
steps would be taken to raise the 
restrictions on cattle exports from the 
affected provincial ports 

An official of the Department of 
Agriculture informed an Jrish Times 
reporter on that occasion that there 
were 300,000 fat cattle awaiting dis- 
posal, their numbers having reached 
that total owing to the restriction on 
exports and that it was hoped to have 
disposed of them by Christmas. A 
very large number of store cattle—said 
to be in the neighbourhood of 200,000 
head—also await export, and it is 
hoped that the problem of disposing of 
them will be ah 
negotiations.

This lies behind an announcement 
by the Department of Agriculture in 
Dublin yesterday, which stated that 
the Department had been officially in- 
formed that the licences now held by 
importers of turkeys in Britain and 
Northern Ireland would be withdrawn 
on 21st inst. The object is to suspend 
importation until arrangements for the 
handling of turkeys from Ireland have 
been completed, and it is anticipated 
that this will be aceomplished before 
the normal turkey season opens. Im- 
ports will be resumed in good time for 
the Christmas trade. 


TRADERS WARNED 


The statement warns Irish traders 
not to export turkeys for the present. 
Arrangements are being made by the 
Minister for Agriculture to regulate 
export in order to meet the require 
ménts of cross-Channel markets. 

An Irial Times reporter learned last 
night that the British Minister of 
Food is anxious to regulate into “Á 
ticular channels imports of poultry 
and rabbits. The Ministry has been 
engaged on ain sos plans for this 
purpose. In order to prevent people 
from anticipating these regulations 
and shipping the products now so as 
to get behind the proper channels 
when these are prepared, the Ministry 
has withdrawn the importers’ licences 
pending the introduction of the 
scheme

and No, 10725, Sergeant Alfred Clive 
Hulme, New Zealand Military Forces. 

Mr. Upham, during the operations in 
Crete, performed a series ‘‘ of remark- 
able exploits, showing outstanding 
leadership, practical skill and utter in- 
difference to danger.” 

Sergeant’ Hulme exhibited ‘‘ most 
outstanding and seen gualities of 
leadership, initiative, skill, endurance 
and most conspicuous gs and 
devotion to duty from the commence- 
ment of heavy fightng until he “was 
wounded.”’

VISIT IRELAND . 
MR": MAXTON, in the House 


of Commons yesterday, 
asked the Home Secretary why 
he had refused permission to 
Mr. McGovern (1.L.P., Shettles- 
ton) to visit Ireland for purposes 
arising out of his parliamentary 
duties, and whether this was the 
general policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to members of 
Parliament. 


WAR CONDITIONS 


Mr. Peake Spo Secretary, Home 
Office) said:—I regret the necessity for 
hindering any person from travelling 
to Ireland on legitimate business, but 
war conditions have made it essential 
to reduce the volume of traffic and to 
restrict permits to cases where the 
applicant is travelling on business of 
national importance, or is travelling to 
his home. Mr. McGovern made two 
applications on two different grounds, 
but in neither case did the reason 
enable the Home Secretary to hold 
that his application could properly be 
granted. 

Mr. Maxton—Is that the general rule 
—that members of Parliament may not 
go to different parts of the British 
Isles to find matters connected with 
their work in this House? Is that a 
general rule which applies to every- 
body, or a particular rule applying to 
Mr. McGovern ? 

Mr. Peake—We apply exactly the 
same principles to members of Parlia- 
ment as we do to members of the 
general public, and if any member 
obtains the support of another Govern- 
ment Department who are prepared to 
certify that it 1s in the national interest 
his permit will, of course, be granted, 

Sir Herbert Williams (U., Croydon, 
S.)—Is it not in. the public interest 
that members of Parliament should 
have free accéss; to every part of the 
British Isles without having to :ubmit 
to any Governmpnt Department what- 
ever? , 

Mr. Maxton—If a member wants to 


travel to Ireland on matters not con- | 


nected with a Government Depart- 
ment, but connected with his rights 
and duties in this House, to what 
Department should he apply for sup- 
port ? 

Mr. Peake—Mr. McGovern put for- 
ward two applications on two different 
grounds. I do not want to discuss the 
private affairs of the member in public, 
but if he challenges me 1 am quite 
prepared to give the grounds of the 
application and to state why they are 
not in the public interest. 


CASE OF MR. HEALY 


Mr. Maxton—I want to ask you 
if it was not legitimate business for a 
member of this House to go to North- 
ern Ireland and Southern Ireland to 
find out the circumstances which justi- 
fied the imprisonment of Mr. Cahir 
Healy, a member of the Ulster Par- 
liament? (Cheers.) 

Mr. Peake—No, sir. The Home 
Secretary does not hold that it is in 
the national interest for members of 
Parliament to travel to Ire- 
land ‘to conduct private investigations 
into matters affecting the operation of 
a Defence Regulation, (Cries of ‘‘ Oh, 
Oh.’’) 

Sir Herbert Williams—Do I under- 
stand that members are now denied 
the opportunity of investigating the 
way in which Ministers are conduct- 
ing their Departments?. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Peake—The proper course for 
Mr. Healy to pursue—(shouts of “It 
is not Mr. Healy ’’)—is to make appli- 
cation to go before the Advisory Com- 
mittee. It is obviously not in the 
public interest, and does not justify 
a journey to Ireland for the purpose 
of conducting a private investigation 
into the circumstances affecting the 
detention of Mr. Healy. 

Mr. Maxton—Then .do I understand 
the position to be fthis—(shouts of 
“Order ')—that the Home Secretary 
imprisons a British citizen and then 
refuses a permit to a member of the 
House of Commons to investigate the 
matter ?

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WORLD STATESMEN’S DUTY 


The question is, continued Cardinal 
MacRory, why do they not try to nego- 
tiate a peace now? He confessed that 
he could see only one answer to this 
question, and it was that each side 
did not want a just peace, but desired 
merely victory for itself, and the con- 
sequent destruction or practical anni- 
hilation of its opponents. 

In view of the sufferings of the world 
it was the duty of world statesmen to 
do more than they seemed to be doin 
to bring about a just settlement of this 
preseut conflict 

‘Tam sorry to have to say this, but 
I am not saying it rashly,” he said, 
“and I think it is somebody's duty to 
say it. Í am in as neutral a position 
as anybody else, although perhaps 
other people will think differently.’’ 

Speaking of the situation in this 
country, Cardinal MacRory said 1l.at 
on this occasion, in the presence of the 
bishops and of six hundred students 
from every district in Ireland, they 
should give their nation’s thanks te 
God for having preserved them very 
largely for more than two years from 
the horrors of war. It was true that 
one city had bitter experience of those 
horrors and another had some experi- 
ence of them, and he wished to express 
their sorrow for the sufferings “nd 
anxieties of these people.

REBUILDING BOMB- 
STRICKEN AREAS 


THE PROBLEM OF 
MATERIALS 


HE setting up of a Building 
Research College on the lines of 
the British Research Station, was 
suggested by Mr. G. McNicholl, presi- 
dent, in his inaugural address at the 
meeting of the Architectural Associa- 
tion of Ireland, at 8 Merrion square, 


last night. 

Mr. McNicholl said that the demand 
for materials in the war-damaged 
countries of Euroy probably would be 
so great and the lack of transport so 
paralysing that if the war stopped to- 
morrow it might be ten years before 
their imports again could approach 
the pre-war level. 

Some organisations, notably their 
own institute, had undertaken inde- 
pendent research, and the great need 
of the moment was for some means of 
collecting and co-ordinating all the 
available. information, The logical 
conclusion of this problem of co-ordi- 
nation, Mr: McNicholl went on to say, 
was the setting up of a building re- 
search organisation, perhaps on the 
same lines as the British Building Re- 
search Station. 

Mr. MeNicholl said that valuable re- 
search in regard to planning for post- 
war building and. alternative methods 
and materials could be done in the 
School of Architecture at University 
College. . Dublin. Conditions in other 
countries made the felling and season- 
ing of timber a sound commercial pro- 
position in normal times. He had seen 
seasoned Irish spruce and pine as good 
as any imported deals. 

Mr. MecNicholl went on to say chat 
he believed they could produce in 
Ireland aluminium, which might in 
time replace in bnilding even iron and 
copper. There was scarcely a job in 
structures that aluminium could aot do 
better than other metals. 
round it looked like being the building 
'metal of the future,’ es strength for 
strength with other metals it was 
cheaper than it was generally realised. 
There was plenty of bauxite, the most 
important “source of aluminium, in 
Ireland, and enough water power for 
the electricity necessary for the proces- 


sing. 
“I hope one day,” the speaker said, 
“to see a big aluminium plant on the 
Erne. This does not sound practical 
politics at , but if we find our- 
selves in the same position again it 
would be well to have assured supplies 
of one first-class structural metal.”’ 
It was true that the bauxite de- 
its were in the North of Ireland, 
but they could hone that when peace 
finally came it would bring with it 
some solution of their miserable border 
problem.

PRICE OF 
CANDLES 


By Ovs Reporter. 


SOME wholesalers in Dublin 
are making a profit of about 
200 per cent. on candles... 

Yesterday I was informed by two 
of the leading manufacturers in Dublin 
that they had marketed candles at in 
one instance 38s. per case, and in the 
other 58s. per case. Wholesalers from 
whom I inquired the price quoted 5s. 
per packet. There are about 72lbs. 
in a case of candles. Every packet 
ne “en about 3lbs., so that a case of 
candles sold at 5s. per packet would 
yield £6. if these figures are even 
approximately correct, someone is 
making a nice profit at the expense of 
the public. 

I tried two wholesalers. The first 
said that they had no candles at any 
price. The second regretted that 
they were opening no new accounts. 
(I had allowed them to infer that 
I was in the gg As I 
left I asked casually what they 
were charging these days, and was 
told “ 5s. a packet.” In another shop— 
a very big retailer—the manager made 
no bones about giving me a packet of 
twenty-four candles for 3s., merely 
begging me not to tell anyone where 
I had got them. , Retail shops supplied 
me with five candlés, canging in price 
from ód. to 5d., according to size. 

The manager of one of the factories 
at which I inquired told me that he was 
well aware that people to whom he sold 
candles were profiteering in them. One 
of these—a retailer—to whom he had 
spoken had told him that he was charg- 
ing 6d. for the candles, and added: 
“ Why shouldn't I, when I can get it?” 

The people in Dublin are, however, 
fairly well off by comparison with the 
people in the country districts. There, 
almost any price that the vendor cares 
to demand can be had for candles, 
because the people are so badly off for 
light. The manager to whom I spoke 
said that this was one of the mgin 
reasons for the ‘‘ racketeering.” ie 
had known instances of 10/- a packet 
being demanded, and paid willingly, in 
country districts, and 8/- was quite 
common. 

Another man, prominent in the trade, 
told me that the prices at present 
being charged for candles would only 
be justified if the manufacturer's price 
was twice as high, which, he said, 
would probably be the case very soon. 
But, in the meantime, any candles that 
had been put on the market by the 
manufacturers were at a reasonable 
price in all the circumstances, and, 
though future prices would be much 
higher, the retail price at present 
obtaining would be more than enough 
to show a fair profit when the prices 
rose.

WARNING of the dan to 
faith and morals, which they will 
encounter, was given to those 


in the statement issued by the Irish 
Hierarchy at yesterday’s autumn meet- 
ing, at St. Patrick’s College, May- 
-nooth. The statement also discussed 
the spiritual evils caused by the war, 
and called for prayers to bring the 
conflict to a speedy and a just con- 
clusion. 

The text of the statement is as fol- 
lows :— | 

“More than two years have elapsed 
since the war, still raging so fiercely, 
began. From the ou it was evident 
that agencies of destruction, more fear- 
ful than anything hitherto known to 
history, would be loosed upon the 
world, and would be used with utter 
ruthlessness and a complete disregard 
for moral right. The worst anticipa- 
tions of disaster are being exceeded by 
the event. 

‘“Appalling as are the material 
losses caused by the war, the spiritual 
evils resulting from it are of even 
= consequence. War usually 
rings with it a decay of morals, and 
the presnt one is no exception to the 
rule. The Church, too, has been at- 
tacked in many places, and has suf- 
fered terribly. Our Holy Father Pope 
Pius XII, speaking on this matter 
has said: ‘ We tremble to think of 
what the true story of human suffering 
will disclose. What we know these 
days is enough to crush the heart. 
These days are rivalling some of the 
blackest days in the history of man- 
kind, and the Pope knows it.’ 


EXODUS TO BRITAIN 


“Ireland, although its position, com- 
paratively speaking, is a privileged 
one, has not come off unscathed. The 
scars which disfigure Dublin and Bel- 
fast bear testimony of this. But, pet- 
haps, the war’s most disastrous effect 
for us is the great increase in unem- 
ployment, with all its attendant evils, 
spiritual and temporal, including, e- 
pecially, the exodus from our 
shores to Great Britain of such 
large numbers of our adult popu- 
lation. Evidently to find a remedy for 
unemployment is one of our most 
urgent problems; and in this connec- 
tion the Hierarchy desire to place on 
record their appreciation of bodies such 
as the Catholic Social Service Con- 
ference, which are devoting much time 
and energy to its solution. This pro- 
blem, indeed, has a deep interest for 
every citizen, and ,especially, indeed, 
for every Catholic citizen. All should 
co-operate whole-heartedly with those 
who are specially engaged in its solu- 
tion; all should realise that they have 
in greater or less degree a personal re- 
sponsibility in the matter. 

‘* Furthermore, the clergy should 
warn those who: seek employment in 
Great Britain of the danger to faith 
and morals which they will encounter— 
dangers, alas, to which not a few have 
already succumbed, and should. im- 
press upon them the desirability of 
insisting before they emigrate that ade-

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SHIPWRECKED 
IRISH CREW 


SOME TERRIBLE 
EXPERIENCES 


HE terrible cxperiences of the 
7 crew of the Irish steamer, s.s. 

City of Waterford, were told 
yesterday “ the survivors who have 
arrived in Dublin, 

The captain and four of the crew 
died at sea. The chief officer and a 
seaman died in hospital at Gibraltar. 
The chief engineer and two other sea- 
men are lying in a Liverpool hospital. 
Seven of the crew, including John 
Ryan, the bosun, have reached Dublin. 
They are the survivors of a collision 
at sea in which the City of Waterford 
was sunk, and of the hombing and 
sinking of a vessel which rescued 
the Irish ship’s crew. 


A COLLISION 


On September 19, when the City of 
Waterford was on the voyage home 
with a cargo and crew of over twenty 
souls, she collided with a tug. It 
was before dawn and little can be 
told of how the accident happened. 
The Irish vessel was badly damaged 
and gradually filled with water, de- 
spite every effort to save her by 
pumping. Her master, Captain 
Applin, eventually had to abandon 
ship. Owing to a bad list the crew 
with difficulty got away in two life- 
boats; Captain Applin commanding 
one, and Mr. P. Lennon, chief 
officer, in the other. In less than 
half an hour they were rescued by 4 
small ship, after having seen their 
own vessel siní. 

From this rescne ship 4 ge 
was sent out and reached Dublin tell- 
ing of the loss of the City of Water- 
ford, but that all the officers and crew 
were safe 

Not long after the smal] ship had 
rescued the Irish crew from the life- 
boats & larger vessel came up, and all 
were transferred to it. It was a fatal 
exchange. 


BOMBED 


The bigger ship was not long on 
her way when an aeroplane appeared 
overhead. It was a German ‘plane, 
and before danger was well recognised 
two bombs from the aeroplane struck 
the steamer. A _ terrific — 
followed, dealing death and destruc- 
tion among the rescuers and rescued. 
Five of the City of Waterford crew 
were killed—Captain Applin, Seapoint, 
Monkstown (master); Geo. t. Furlong, 
Davitt road, Wexford (2nd engineer) ; 
Samuel Taylor, A.B., 16 Harbour road, 
Bray ; ward Kearney, Shelmartin 
avenue, Marino, and P. Murphy, Dun 
Laoghaire. 

A third rescue ship took up the 
survivors from the aeroplane attack 
and landed them at Gibraltar, where 
Mr. Furlong, 2nd engineer, and Mr. 
Murphy died. 

The remajnder eventually got to 
LiverPpool, where Mr. E, T. Williams, 
Port Talbot, Wales; Mr. James Brown, 
A.B., 8 St: Kevin's terrace, Arklow, 
are in hospital.

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“ WIRELESS WAR” 
TECHNIQUE 


| B.B.C. BROADCASTS 
INTERRUPTED 


An interesting development in the 
technique of wireless broadcasting has 
become evident in the last few days 
through interruptions which can 
heard during the British news an- 
nouncements on thé@‘* Forces” wave- 
length. The interruptions take the 
form of remarks made in reply to the 
items of news, but the voice, as heard 
in Dublin, does not come in so strongly 
as the news announcer’s voice. e 
remarks which have been heard were 
made in the pauses between sentences 
and announcements in the news. 

A statement by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation says that the 
‘‘ background interference” is being 
heard in various parts of Britain, bem 
stron according to the strength o 
the reception of the B.B.C.’s own broad- 
cast.

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RAIDS ON GERMAN 
SUPPLY SHIPS 


MANY HIT OFF FRANCE 
AND NORWAY 
BRITISH aircraft yesterday 


_ continued their attacks on 
shipping off the coasts of France 
and Norway. 

e: three ships hit and 
damaged off the coast of Nor- 
way were supply ships. 

An Air Ministry communiqué last 
night stated :— 

‘Beaufort aircraft of the Coastal 
Command attacked enemy supply ships 
off the Norwegian “coast this after- 
noon. Hits were obtained on two 
vessels, and the crew of a third took 
to their boats, but low cloud and rain 
prevented the observation of final 
results. 

‘‘In the course of offensive patrols 
over Northern France and the Channel 
to-day Fighter Command aircraft 
machine-gunnéd a, goods train, attacked 
an enemy patrol vessel, and shot down 
a Heinkel float plane into the sea. 

‘*From the above operations none of 
our aircraft is missing.”’ 

‘The Beauforts dived on three 
vessels,’’ states the Air Ministry News 
Service. “ The ships were in a convoy, 
and were creeping round the Nor- 
wegian coast between the Naze and 
Egersund. Two hits were écored on a 
large vessel. A medium-sized vessel 
was hit on the starboard side, and left 
with smoke rising from the bows. A 
salvo of bombs fell so near to the 
smaller third ship that oil spread from 
the stern, and the crew hastily took to 
the boats. 

“The largest gon was escorted by 
two ‘ flak’ ships, which put up violent 
anti-aircraft fire when one Beaufort 
approached. The aircraft's fuselage 
was peppered, and one bullet passed 
within a foot of the air-gunner in the 
turret, 

‘Despite this fire, the Beaufort 
bombed from directly over the ship 
at a height of only 100 feet, and scored 
two hits, but it could not wait to see 
the results of the explosions. 

“The Beaufort that attacked the 
medium ship was piloted by a sergeant. 
Both hig navigator and his gunner saw 
two of the ships hugging the coast. 
The Beaufort attacked the larger one, 
and bombs were dropped from such 
close range that, as he released them, 
the pilot had to pull the Beaufort’s 
noss up sharply to avoid hitting the 
ship's Aba 

“The Beaufort was able to circle and 
watch the explosion on the starboard 
side of the ship, which sent up black 
smoke from the bows. 

‘‘It was through a rain storm that 
the third Beaufort made its attack on 
the third vessel. After explosions 
close to the side, the ship stopped, 
and a large patch of green oil spread 
over the water from the stern. 
The crew hastily lowered two boats, 
and the airmen in the Beaufort watched 
them pull away from the ship.”’ 


HURRICANES ATTACK 


PATROL SHIP 
‘‘A mixed formation of Fighter 
Command's four-cannon and twelve: 


machine-gun Hurricanes attacked an 
enemy patrol ship off the French 
coast this morning, and then shot down 
a German seaplane, a Heinkel 59,” 
stated yesterday's Air Ministry News 
Service. 

‘The fighters crossed the sea, just 
skimming the waves. A cannon in the 
bows of the ship opened fire at our 
aircraft, but after one burst from the 
squadron leader’s 12 Brownings it was 
silenced and the gunner fell backwards 
into the sea. 

“ Further along the coast two pilots 
in the squadron attacked the seaplane, 
which tried to land on the water. 
Other members of the squadron also 
fired at the German aircraft, silencing 
the rear-gunner. 

“The aircraft crashed into the sea 
and was wrecked.”’ 


DUSSELDORF AND 
COLOGNE RAIDED

“ Aircraft of the Bomber Command 
attacked Dusseldorf, Cologne and other 
objectives in Western Germany last 
night.

PRODUCER GAS FOR 
"BUSES 
ENGINES RUN ON TURF 
AND COAL 


Further experiments with producer 
gas plants are being conducted by 
engineers of the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company, Ltd., who are making 
efforts to cut down the amount of. oil 
which must be used with the gas, and 
in the eg of a producer gas plant 
to a petrol-driven "bus. 

Yesterday an official of the company 
told an Jrish Times reporter that the 
one ‘bus with a gas plant already on 
the road is running exceptionally well. 


Local trains of the company are 
being run on a combination of coal 
and turf. The company have large 
stocks of turf laid in. 


The producer plant is lighted in a 
few minutes every morning and is 
cleaned out-in about fifteen or twenty 
minutes every night. Actually, it 
would burn for longer than one day, 
but the company prefer to take no 
chances. 

The prospect of using turf charcoal is 
also being kept in mind, and recently 
quite good results were obtained by 
mixing turf with the anthracite. 

Several more producer plants are 
ready, but it is unlikely that they will 
be harnessed to "buses until the per- 
centage of oil to be used is cut down.

FRAMES FOR CRUMLIN
